‘“There’s permanent brain 
damage.”’ 

Burnett cried as she 
described her first look at 
her. daughter at Saint Louis 
University Hospital following 
the. beating. 

Butkus underwent several 
surgeries to close wounds. 
and to insert metal and 
plastic plates to rebuild her 
face, according to a 
statement from hospital 
personnel read by Associate 
Judge James Hackett. 

Burnett testified that 
Butkus still is undergoing 
therapy. 


“She’s my miracle,”’ 
Burnett said. ‘‘I spent four 
days not knowing whether I 
should take my daughter off 
a respirator or not.” 

Joshua Cook, a longtime 
friend of Miller’s, said that 
he and Miller went to pick 
up Butkus from work so that 
Butkus could buy gas for his 
truck, as well as purchase 
food and drugs. 


After getting the gasoline, 
Miller and Butkus got into 
an argument and asked 
Cook to pull over, he said. 
Cook stopped under a 
viaduct, where the couple 
got out and the argument 
intensified. Cook remained 
in the truck. 

“‘Annie came runnin 
toward me. Mike grabbed 
her by the back of the hair 
and kept hitting her,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Then he went from 
hitting her to stabbing her 
with the knife.”’ 


Cook described an 8-inch 
filet knife Miller had shown 
off earlier in the day. 

_“*When the knife broke, he 
picked up the blade and 
tried to cut her neck,’’ Cook 


Miller then retrieved a tire 
tool from the truck and 
continued to hit Butkus at 
least 15 more times, Cook 
said. 

‘Miller was the first 
witness in his defense. He 

ave an account similar to 

at of the prosecution 
witnesses except he claimed 
Cook attacked Butkus. 

Miller said when the truck 
stopped under the viaduct, 
he left to buy something to 
drink, leaving Cook an: 
Butkus to talk. Miller 
testified that when he came 
back, he saw Butkus laying 
on the ground, and Cook 
standing over her ‘‘like he 
was throwing something,”’ 
Miller said. 

Jensen pointed out in cross 
examination that Miller 
never told that version of 
the story previously. 

“I live amongst the code,”’ 
Miller said. ‘“My code, I’ve 
lived for a long time, is not 
to be a_snitch. I was gonna 
let him tell on himself.” 

Several prosecution 
witnesses testified that 
Butkus was seen in the 
spring and summer of 1998 
with bruises and blackened 
eyes, and appeared to be 
frightened of Miller. 

Barbara Declue of St 
Louis, a co-worker of 
Butkus’, testified that 
Butkus constantly had 
fingerprint bruises and fist 
marks on her body. 

“On one occasion she had 
two black eyes, knots 
standing out on her head 
and fist marks on her 
chest,”’ Declue said. 





Katheryn Dus, a taxi 
driver who often drove 
Butkus to and from work, 
said that she seemed scared 
and afraid of Miller. But 
Dus at first was unable to 
identify Miller in the 


courtroom. 

Dus testified that during 
the weekend prior to Aug. 2, 
she had driven Miller and 
Butkus to a Collinsville shoe 
store. Miller threatened 
Butkus, Dus said. 

“(He said he’s gonna bust 
her head in, he was gonna 
kill her,’’ she said. ‘‘Annie 
(Butkus) tried to play it off, 
but he said, ‘I’m gonna kill 
you someday.’ I asked them 
not to fight in my cab.”” 

Lavita Butkus took the 
stand briefly to recount her 
attack. Jensen asked if she 
remembered being hurt by 
Miller. 


“Honestly, he hit me in 
the head, and it knocked me 
out,”’ Butkus said. ‘‘He 
wanted me to buy the drugs 
and I told him no, we had 
bills to pay, and he saw that 
as a reason to hit me.”” 

Another co-worker testified 
that in the hours before the 
beating, Butkus told her she 
was ‘having boyfriend 
trouble.’”’ 


Waynette Hall said she 
saw Butkus with the 
defendant and Joshua Cook 
at a Mobil gas station after 
the two women had left 
work. Miller acted ‘‘rude 
and angry” toward Butkus, 
Hall said. 


Miller, who has a previous 
felony conviction on a 1996 
narcotics charge, lived in 
Collinsville and worked off 
and on at odd jobs, before 
moving into a room at the 
Howard Johnson’s in iy 
Collinsville with Butkus.

“The expansion of Gateway 
parking is a private use, 
rather than a public use,” the 
court said. ‘‘Notwithstanding 
any incidental economic 
benefit from SWIDA’s actions 
in this case, we cannot 
subordinate a constitutional 
right to private corporate 
interests."”

Bowles still learning after five years in Senate

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A visit with Evelyn Bowles | 
Five years in Springfield hasn’t slowed her down . 


Each day, State Sen. Evelyn 
Bowles gets a pamphlet outlining 
many of the committee meetings she 
must attend.
